Meal For Young Cattle 


tion Of Osts And. Barley 
Good Start For Grain Feed 

In the feeding and, management of 
beef. cattle, particularly in times of 
low beef prices, one of the main ob- 
jectives is to make the maximum 
use of inexpensive homegrown feeds 
and pastures. 

Canadian grown barley, oats, wheat 
and corn are excellent feeds for becf 


United States, barley has been shown} 


to be practically the equal of corn 
in the beef ration, 

Oats have a tendency to produce 
growth rather than to fatten beef 
rapidly. This is due to the fact that 
they are higher fn fibre, bulkier, 
and richer in protein than barley or 
corn, A combination of oats and 
barley is ideal for young cattle or 
for steers just starting on grain feed. 
At first the per centage of the two 
can be about equal, but as the steers 
approach a finish the proportion of 
barley should be raised. 

Wheat is best whefi fed in a mix- 
ture. In fact, a mixture of the 
grains, if available,.is best at all 
times. Although wheat is usually 
too high in price to be economical, 
its feeding value is as high as bar- 
ley or corn, and it can be fed up. to 
thirty-five per cent. of the grain 
ration. 

Although corn is produced only to 


‘1a limited extent in Canada, it is a 


good beef cattle feed and when avail- 
able should be included in the ration. 
Many feeding experiments have indi- 
cated that a variety. of grains and 
roughages produce the best results. 
The grain mixture should be supple- 
mented with protein’ feeds such as 
linseed oilmeal, ground flax seed, 
etc. when the quality of hay is in- 
ferior. 

Good pastures. alone will carry all 
classes of beef cattle, except . those 
being given a high degree of finish 
for market. It is advisable in finish- 
ing beef on pasture to feed some 
grain if the cattle are of sufficiently 
good quality to warrant the extra 
cost. Experiments have shown that 
cattle finished on grass with grain as

Figures Covering Tourist Cars Last 
Year Are Interesting | 

During ‘the past calendar year 
2,233,418 tourist automobiles entered 
Canada for a period of 24 hours; 
863,136 for a period not exceeding 
60 days, and 333.for a period éxceed- 
ing 68 days according to a state- 
ment issued by the Department of 
National. Revenue. This showed a 
‘considerable falling-off as compared 
with 1932 when the total for a 24- 
hour period was 3,070,390, for under 
60 days 1,082,967 and for over 60 
days 420. ‘ 

While the tourist traffic into Can- 
ada was falling off, Canadians were 
travelling by motor car in other 
countries more extensively than the 
year before.. The total Canadian

Lightest of all gases, hydrogen was 
for many years used to fill the giant 


zeppelins, forerunners of the, great |. 


airships which dre rapidly becéming 
part’ of -our modern travel system.. 
Because it is highly inflammable, 
hydrogen’ is now: being replaced by 
helium for purposes of safety. 

Hydrogen is produced commercially | 
by the electrolysis of water. An elec- | 
tric current is passed through water, | 
which is thus decomposed into its 
constituent parts, hydrogen and oxy- | 
gen. It is also obtained by passing | 
steam ‘over hot iron. The iton robs | 
the water of oxygen, forming iron | 
oxide, and leaves the hydrogen to | 
escape as a gas. ; 

Bubbling hydrogen through many | 
naturally occurring oils, such as cot- | 
ton-seed oil, fish oils and animal fats | 
produces a marked change in these 
substances. Colored and evil-smell- | 
ing substances are destroyed and the 
oils and fats taemselves are changed 
into more desirable solid fats. Fats 
made from vegetable oils are now} 
produced in large quantities in this 
| way and are widely used in cooking. 
| This change in fats and oils is known | 
as “hydrogenation” and this 73 the 
chef industrial use of the gas, Large 
abattoirs and packing-houses have 
hydrogenation plants for converting 
the waste animal fats. into vainable 
solid fats, The hydrogenation of low 
grade oils, such as fish oil, produces 
solid fats used in the manufacture of 
soap and candles. 

Another important modern use of 
hydrogen is in the manufacture of 
ammonia, which can be converted 
into nitric acid. Nitric acid is used 
in the production of high explosives. 
In Europe synthetic petroleum is 
made by heating hydrogen with 
powdered coal under pressure. ‘At 
present production in this industry 
is on @ very small scale.

Before he went to New York as 
visiting professor of mathematics at 
Columbia University, Dr. Bernstein 
said, he studied more than 1,000 in- 


dividuals at his clinic in Gottingen |

ing to his own satisfaction that his 
theory of life expectancy was cor- 
rect. , 

Eye disorders’ and the mere fact 
that one wears glasses bear no re- 
lation gt all to the aging of the eye 
lenses, Dr. Bernstein declared and 
carry no weight in the calculation of 
| life expectancy, Only the hardening 
‘of the lens which in itself induces 
| failing eyesight as the years — fall 
| away, is taken into account.

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LABOR PROBE 
MAY RESULT IN 
STATE ACTION 


Ottawa.—State intervention in the 
men’s clothing industry of Canada, 
which seems to be tottering to its 
death, dragging its workers with it, 
was proposed before the house busi- 
ness probe by Prof. H. M. Cassidy, 
of the University of .Toronto, 

After describing men and women 
in Montreal and Toronto working a 
full week of 72 hours for wages run- 
ning as low as $3 and $4 in unsani- 
tary, crowded sweatshops, the young, 
spectacled professor offered his solu- 
tion of state intervention.. He sug- 
gested extension and better enforce- 
ment of provincial labor laws which 
he claimed were being flouted aime 
to-day. 

Within .the industry would be es- 
tablished an agency for self-govern- 
ment, supported by the authority of 
the Dominion to prevent unfair prac- 
tices and act in a constructive way 
to stabilize the trade to the behefit 
of workers, employers and consumers. 

The house committee, established 
to probe business practices, general 
labor conditions and _ distribution 
methods, heard Prof. Cassidy give the 
results of a three-month inquiry into 

, the men’s clothing trade conducted 
last fall with Prof. F. R. Scott of Mc- 
Gill. 

Here were some of the facts un- 
earthed and conclusions reached: 

The great majority. of workers in 
the industry, centred in Montreal 
and Toronto, exist in abject poverty. 


Saskatchewan University Student 
Makes Important Discovery 

Saskatoon.—Discovery of an aniline 
solution with which the bitter-tasting 
sweet clovers may be detected . 
sought by scientists of several na- 
tions—was announced at the Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan. 

The find was that of John S. Clay- 
ton, Regina, distinguished student in 
science, who is working on his Mas- 
ter’s degree. The study was under- 
taken at the request wf the federal 
foragé crops laboratory. and was un- 
der supervision of Dr. Ralph’ Lar- 
mour, of the university’s chemistry 
department. 

Discovery of an inexpensive method 
to test sweet clover is an important 
step in the transition of this species 
from that of a useless weed to a high 
position asa forage plant: 

The solution, already tested in the 
government laboratory, will enable 
agriculturists to produce strains that 
have not the bitter taste that mark 
others as unsuitable for fodder. 

Untermyer, German scientist, has 
invented a method that. proved slow 
and required much material. A simi- 
lar result was obtained by two Rus- 
sian scientists. The Saskatchewan 
find is simple and inexpensive.

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State Medicine Report. 

Considered fo be one of the most 
complete and exhaustive reports 
on the subject of health insucance 
ever presented in Canada, the find- 
ings of a joint Legislative commit- 
tee representing all parties investi- 
gating the question for two years, 
was tabled recently in Alberta 
Legislature. 

Systems of medical administrat- 
ion and operation in’ various parts 
of the world were examined, and 
careful consideration. given: to the 
many phases of the extension of 
medical services,especially as they 
apply to this province. 

To meet Alberta’s special needs, 
a form of contributcry insurance is 
suggested for the more settled dis: 
tricts, under municipal direction ; 
but for the frontier districts un- 
able to maintain a complete medi- 
cal service the Commission recom- 
mends a State-subsidised medical 
doctor, assisted by a nurse. Some 
districts might be seraed by a nurse 
alone, while in others the supple- 
mentary work of traveling clinics 
would meet the need. 

One of the important recommen- 
dations of the Commission is that 
a State fund, centrally controlled 


and administered by a State board, 


_ be established for insurance carrier 


purposes. It further recommends 
that local advisory committees be 
established for each unit. 

Many of the features, such as 
nursing services and clinics in pio 


neer districts, have been in operat- 


i nin Alberta for some time. The 
seope of the new suggestions, com- 
pleted:medical and surgical cover- 
age of the province, on a State 
plur contributory basis, are far 
reaching and novel in that there 
is no particular area in the world 
where all the features involved can 
be found. ; 

The report recommends that the 
the minister of health be given 
statutory authority to constitute 
areas as full-time health districts, 
and to determine what proportion 
of the cost of administration ‘shall 
be borne locally and what share by 
the province.
